WILLIAM PERL, being duly sworn, deposes and saye: 

• 1 alD th ® defendant In the ab ore-entitled aotlon and I 

make this affidavit In support of my motion to reduce ay bail from 
320 ,000 to fs ,000. 

Bail was set In tha sum of 320,000 when I pleaded Not 
; Gullty to thla indictment in March, 1951. I had no such sum In my 
possession and the only way that such ball could be posted was to jal 
0n my father * h0 ^18,000 of his own funds, all that he had in 

the world, and my father borrowed the remaining $P,000 from ay wifd* 
people; this 120,000 in oash was deposited with the United States 
■ Government for- ay ball. At the tW- I was indicted, I believe that 
the Assistant United States Attorney, ROY M. COHN, who was in ohar 
°f my case, fait there was some chance that I might leave this juri. 
diction. I have never had any such thought and in fact I am fervent- 
ly eager to have an opportunity to refute the untrue and unjust 

charges which have been levelled against me In this indictment^ 
perjury. ' 

At the outset, let it be unequivocally plain that I am 
no, now and never have been a member of the Communist Party, a 
Oo^unlst sympathizer* fellow- traveler or In any manner, shape or

form, in thought, word or deed connected with or in sympathy with 
the Communist Party or Communist doctrines. 


I have never engaged in thought, word or action In any 
espionage of any kind or description, hut instead I am a. thoroughly 
loyal American. There has never occurred to me any feeling vhlch 
might be interpreted by anyone as being even remotely disloyal to 
the Government of the United States, In fact, I deeply resent the 
innuendoes which have been unjustly raised to cast doubt on my loyslty 
to the United States, which I will match with any citizen of the 
United Stateo no:* living' or who ever has lived. 

My reoord of work directly contributing to the defense 
of the United States in the realm of Aeronautical Engineering and 
In the field of Pure Physios has, I believe, demonstrated this 
unqualifiedly and conclusively. 

I mention the above facte because it Is the essence of the 
charges which have been made against me, that I hsd sometrdng to 
hide or conceal which must inevitably be construed as steming from . 
dl b loyalty . 

I knew, moreover , that I am completely Innocent of the 
charges In the indictment; and I believe, given the opportunity, 
that I can prove this beyond n shadow of doubt.

plete unreliability of my sister's opinion. 

As to the second ground urged in opposition* I feel that a

I u in Assistant United States Attorney In the 
of floe of Myles J. Lane, United States Attorney for th# 
Southern District of New York, and as such am familiar with 
the foots In ths abort captioned cast. 

The defendant was lndloted, on Maroh 13# 1951# th*| 
Indictment being In four counts and charging viola t Ions of 
Station 1621, Title 18, United States Cods, in that the 
defendant perjured bins elf before a Federal Grand Jury in 
this distrlot on August 18, 1950# and on September 11, 1950# 
In that he falsely stated that he did not know Morton 3obell| 
(Count 1)# Helene Elltoher (Count 2), Julius Rosenberg 
(Count 3), and Ann and Michael 3ldorovich (Count 4)* The 
defendant pleaded not guilty on March 15 # 1951# snd the oassj 
wae narked off the trial oalfndar on October 4, 1951, Slnoe 
that time the defendant hat not, until tho present notion, 
node any attenpt to obtain an lamed late trial. Ths defendant 
node one notion, for reduotlon of ball, and after a hearing 
before the Honorable Gregory Noonan, that notion was dented 
on Key 28, 1952. At that tine the defendant raised the 


of the; delay in trial no a ground for obtaining reduo- 
tion in bail. In an opposing affidavit the Uni tod Staton 
•at forth the grounds for the delay, ground* which Judge 
Xoonan aust ham doeaed reasonable in view of bio deololon 
denying a reduction la ball. The notion undo by appellant 
to go to trial this uonth, and* on ehort aotlo* and 
only fifteen trial days left prior to the ouaaor roeodi^ 
hardly tees* tloely and would appear to be an atteapt to 
obtain reconsideration of Judge Xoonan' s deolaion denying a nr 
reduction In ball. 

The effenee charged in the indlotaent in this onto 
ie one of aoet eerlou* iaport. The defendant it a phyaiolet 
and a leading epeoialiet in aerodynaaioa. He ha* done work 
in field* of top allitary seoreey. He ie charged with 
perjury in that he denied knowing, before a &rand Jury 
Investigating espionage, persone who have subsequently been 
eonvloted of engaging in espionage on behalf of the Soviet 
Union. The proeeoutlon in the espionage ease, that against 
Julius Rosenberg ,ha» not been completed, and la presently 
awaiting possible application for review by the Supreae Court. 
The United States Attorney ha® deeaed it unwise to proceed 
further and reveal the proof in this perjury ease until the 
Rosenberg ease and related Batters have been concluded. 

There is an additional reason why this ease can 
not be tried tamed lately . The United States Attorney, gyles 
J. Lane, le presently involved in other litigation of eon* 
iiderable gravity, nanely, prosecution in the oaso asf

Certainly, the lndlotaent Should not be disnissed, for the 
charge le grave, the Government's oaae 1* etrong, and the 
Government's taetloe hare Wt been for purposes of delay, 
but hare been pursued with good reaeon and for the beet 
internets both of the security of the Onlted State* and the 

oauee of Justice.

I was indicted by th| this District on 

March Id, 1961, charged, in four count. *lt!l having committed 

perjury while testifying before then, ii^vtjjjatlon of Title ifl. 
Sec. 162.1 U.s.C. b; 

On March 26 < 1951, ay attorney moved,, on my af'id-avlt 
vanned that same day, for a bill of particulars. ; After argu- 
ment before Mr. Justice Do, Hard on March jo. 1PS1, this motion 


was partially granted but the bulk of the demand was denied and 

an order to this effect wae entered on April 13 » 1951. The bill 

4 

of particulars pursuant thereto was filed on March 25 * 1951. 

A copy of the notioe of motion which contains the particulars 
. sought therein and a copy of the order thereon and the bill of 
particulars furnished pursuant thereto are attached to these 
■motion papers for the convenience of this Court. The originals* 
of course * are on file with this Court. 

I respeotfully submit that, in the absence of more in* 
formation than that which has been thus furnished by the plain- 
tiff > I am unable properly to prepare my defense and run the 
risk of surprise fatal to me at the trial of tte Indictment.

■' The gravamen of the indictment ha rein la that I wil- 

fully testified fal3ely oonoeming facte vhioh 1 then and there 
did not bell eve to be true; that I consciously and deliberately 
lied in denying that I was Intimately acquainted with* or was 
on intis ate terms with* the five people whose nameo are set 
forth in the indictment. I respectfully call to the attention 
of the Court that I was not asked merely was I “acquainted” 
with these people but was specifically asted whether I '•knew" 
those people* a very different question. 

It 1 3 clear that the Government is prepared to prove 
my state of mind an qseentl.al-’ isaue - by inference » fro® cor* 
tain manifestations » that is* overt acts which* the Cov«m®ent 
will contend *' will furnish a rati on si basis for inferring what 
I really believed at the time I testified. It la easehtlul to 
me* in order to be able to nvjet this l:-. : ;ue, to learn what acta 
the prosecution will contend, and will attempt to prove/' yhow 
that I believed* at the time of ray alleged perjury* that. I did 
in fact know the five people concerning whom I was questioned. 

It la thise "overt acts" upon which the Government intends to 


of 

rely that I seek knowledge^ in requesting a further bill of 
particulars herein. 

I sought this information in the original motion for 
a bill of particulars herein and* in these respects* my 
motion was denied. 

As to the second relief sought herein* the inspec- 
tion of the minutes of my testimony before the Grand Jury 
which lndloted me* I submit to this Court that it is Im- 
possible for me to remembar in detail what question® 
were asked of me arvi what answers I gave* Again I submit 
that it is an essential issue in perjury whether I truly 
spoke my belief. In this oonneotlon I believe that I am 
entitled to show what had gone before the oritlcal questions 
were asked, and my answers thereto, to throw light on how I 
understood the questions and what I meant by my answers. I 
submit that only by granting me access to my full and com- 
plete testimony aan I properly prepare my defense to the 
four Items of perjury for which I have been lndloted. 

Concerning the third application for relief sought 
herein* I submit the following factai 

At the time I was lndloted I : #as'. employed by 

f-' ’ r' ' ' 

Columbia University on a full-time Job' and’ at a salary on whloh 
myself and my wife were able tcf live following 
my indictment this employment was termihAt.ed: and I have been 
unable to secure any; employments since thatf-t'ims as a direct 
and exclusive result of my having been indicted, in spite of 
my beat efforts so to do. Since the termination of my 
employment by Columbia University I have made several ef- 
forts to secure employment* including application for work 
at the Institute far Applied Mathematics and Mechanics at 
New jCork University* various applications to secure work 
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tutoring privately In Mathematic* and Physics, and application 
to the National Foundation for Infantile Paralysis for a 
Fellowship to do research at Columbia College of Physlolans 
and Surgeons. Typical of the outoome of my applications le 
the letter dated May 13 * 1952 sent to roe* signed by Catherine 
Vorthi ngham * Director of Professional Education* a copy of 
which Is attached hereto and made a part hereof. 

My lnoome for the year 1951 totalled some $900. 
During the same year my wife was able to earn approximately 
$489. On May 1* 1951 I had* above and beyond current ex- 
pense s* accumulated savings of approximately £2*400. To-i ay 
I have about $400 of this left. I have been able to borrow 
approximately $800 in addition* which I presently owe. Al- 
though my wife expects the birth of a child In the month of 
July* we have been unable to afford an obstetrician of our 
ohoosing and^h&ve been forced to have my wife taken car? of 
at the clinic of tte New York Lying-In Hospital* to which 
we are presently indebted in the sum of approximately ICO. 
Neither my wife nor I have had any income whatsoever during 
1952. 

I have heretofore moved this Court on May 26 -• 1952 
for an order to reduce my bail from the sum of $2G»0"-0 to 
$5*000. As stated In the moving affidavits* this $20*000 has 

. . i 

been posted In cash* the sources of which were £18*0-00* my 
father*.? life- savings * and $2*000 borrowed from relatives of 
my wife. -. The basic reason for seeking this reduction was to 
free soma of this cash, which has been posted p s ball, to my 
father so that ha might lend me sufficient money to live un- 
til my trial. After vigorous opposition by the nni-tdd^Ifc cto a 
Attorney* this motion was in all respects denied on May' 26* 


1952. 



In view of the foregoing* I submit that I m being 
subjected to oruel and inhuman punishment even before I have 
been oonvloted of any crime. I think it is clear that it will 
be impossible for me to continue even to exist while this 
terrible cloud of the indictment hangs over me and the un- 
just finger of suspicion ia pointed at me. 

I submit that I am entitled to an immediate trial. 
The indictment herein was filed on March 13* 1961. On Maroh 
15 > 1961 I pleaded Not Q-uilty* bail was set* and trial of the 

indictment was set for April 1?* 1S51. On April 17* 1961 the 

trial date was adjourned to April 24* 1951* On April 24* 

1961 the date for trial was adjourned to May 3* 1951. On 
May 3* 1951 the trial date was again adjourned to June 4* 

1961. On June 4* 1951 the trial date was set for June 18* 
1951. At this time both myself and my counsel were actually 
ready for trial; to the point where my attorney had prepared 
formal requests of questions to be asked of prospective 
Jurors* a trial brief and memorandum* a law memorandum to be 
used in connection with a motion to be made at the trial* 
and even formal requests .for charges to ths Jury. On June 
18* 1961 the trial was adjourned to July 2* 1951. On July 
2* 1951 the trial was adjourned to July 25* 1951. On July 

25* 1951 the trial was adjourned to September,,!? #. 1951. On

September 17* 1951* the trial was adjourned to October 4* 

1951. Finally* on that date* the oase was marked off the 
calendar by ths United States Attorney. 

Approximately fifteen months have passed since I 
was indicted. Over eight months have gone by since ray caeo 
last even appeared on a trial calendar of this Court. Should 
the present situation continue I see little alternative but 
that myself and my wife will beco.ne ,-ubllc charges ^subsisting 
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on charity and with no choioe but to continue to go about

rli 3 ho arts nod * socially ostracised and mentally fruetr&'el* 

The Constitution of the United States of America 
guarantees to all Its eltlsens* of whom I as one* that they 
be given the opportunity to defend themselves against ac- 
cusations by way of indictment* It clothes me with the 
mantle of tte presumption of innocence until proved guilty , 
and guarantees to hold me harmless from oruel and inhuman 
punishment even after any conviction. It It these princi- 
ples* to which I heartily subscribe* that I now invoke in 
respectfully demanding a trial of my indiotment forthwith. 

I am innocent and I ask only that I face my accusers and 
prove my innocence. 


No previous application for the relief demanded 


herein h-s been made, except as hereinbefore set forth In 
the *.foresald motion for a bill of particulars. The reason 
why thle motion is made by order to show cause rather than 
on notice is that your deponent has been advised that un- 
less the trial of this action is had in the month of June 
1952 * in all probability it will be impossible that there 
be a trial before September or October of this year and 
time) therefore* ia of the essence herein.
